that  the  Baptist  Orphanage,  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  balneation,  the  State  Mission 
Board,  and  The  Baptist  Record  should  be 
first  and  last  in  the  Baptist  pride  and  ef- 
fective in  making  up  his  allegiance  to  the 
principles  which  these  respective  institu- 
tions foster  and  promote. 

When  the  Baptist  conscience  of  Missis- 
sippi is  thus  thoroughly  aroused  to  its 
proper  sensitiveness  on  these  subjects,  then 
we  will  need  the  aid  of  that  new  conscience 
to  confirm  our  people  in  certain  loyal  and 
wise  policies  to  direct  our  general  affairs 
along  lines  where  all  our  energies  and 
forces  can  be  conserved  ami  marshalled  for 
the  lifting  up  and  development  of  our 
churches  and  institutions.  In  what  can 
these  policies  consist  that  can  bring  about 
this  happy  day?  In  the  first,  place,  our 
preachers  should  have  a great  affection  for, 
and  obligation  to  Mississippi,  as  a field  in 
which  to  invest  their  talents  and  their  la- 
bors. This  would  doubtless  satiate  their 
yearnings  for  the  broad  grew  pastures  on 
the  plains  of  Texas,  or  tl)e  restful  shades 
of  sparkling  witerbrooks  which  make  beau- 
tiful some  less  fsrfvnns  State.  Again,  and 
with  greater  emphasis,  the  churches  of  Mis- 
sissippi should  appreciate  and  love  above 
all  others  the  Worth,  ability,  and  labors  of 
our  native  Mississippi  preachers.  If  a spir- 
it of  loyalty  could  come  over  churches  in. 
this  respect,  then  if  would  conic  to  pass 
that  our  preachers,  righteously  smarting 
under  the  lack  of  recognition  by  our  home 
churches,  desiring  room  for  the  expanse  of 
a conscious  growth  of  power,  would  hot 
have  to  leave  Mississippi  to  enter  the  in- 
heritance of  usefulness,  that  hv  endowment 
God  h«s  guaranteed  to  them.  The  churches 
of  Texas  and  other  States  luive  learned  the 
lesson  that  Mississippi  churches  seemingly 
will  not  learn,  which  is  that  Mississippi 
preachers  possess  rare  and  splendid  gifts 
whieh  are  worthy  to  be  prized  and  sought 
after  with  becoming  appreciation.  It  is  a 
striking  and  surprising  fact,  that)  when  our 
stronger  churches  in  the  State  become  pns- 
torless  that  instead  of  offering  the  worthy 
preachers  of  Mississippi  their  oply  means 
of  promotion  and  recognition  by  tendering 
them  these  larger  fields,  those  chnrehes  cast 
their  eyes  far  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
Mississippi,  and  import  men  who  must  nec- 
essarily he  domesticated  before  they  can 
possibly  have  a native  affection  for  Missis- 
sippi, and  a natural  love  for  her  institu- 
tions. I am  sure  that  no  one  will  so  dis- 
joint my  point  as  to  imaginp  that  I have  not 
the  proper  regard  for  our  imported  pastors; 

1 hail  and  greet  them  every  one  with  broth- 
erly affection,  knowing  that  they  have  acted 
wisely  in  coming  to  M6ssissippi.  and  that 
they  will  he  nobler  men  and  belter  preach- 
ers as  they  become  more  thoroughly  ac- 
climatized. 

Mithont  the  thought  of  discounting  their 
qualities  or  ability.  I do  plead  that  the 
worth  of  our  native  men  lie  recognized,  and 
lhat  they  he  raised  to  places  of  preferment, 
where  worth  could  be  honored;  and  ability 
rewarded. 

Ami  again.  I think  that  this  same  spirit 
of  loyalty  should  prevail  in  the  manage- 
ment of  our  denominational  institutions, 
»nd  in  the  usual  honors  of  our  conventions. 

I believe  that  every  member  of  the  Board 
>f  Trustees  of  Mississippi  College  should 
he  a former  student  of  Mississippi  College. 
This  would  undoubtedly  be  the  best  for  the 
college.  There  is  a love  for  alma  Mater 
inborn  during  a college  life  which  is  both 
peculiar  and  deathless.  The  man  who  is 
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to  plan  and  toil  willingly  and;  intelligently 
for  the  upbuilding  of  a college,  is  the  man 
who  owes  his  intellectual  development  to 
that  institution. 

Who  would  undertake  to  sa^  that  W.  T. 
Bowrey  could  or  would  have  endured  the 
toil  and  labors  for  Mississippi  College  which 
he  haR  undergone  with  the  same  spirit  of 
willing  sacrifice,  if  it  were  not  for  his  love 
for  the  institution  which  first  kindled  the 
fires  of  his  noble  genius,  and  stamped  suc- 
cess upon  his  future  career?  When  new 
men  come  into  our  States  there  are  other 
wavs  of  showing  our  appreciation  of  them, 
than  by  making  then.  Trustees  of  the  Col- 
lege, or  putting  them  up  to  preach  the  con- 
vention sermon. 

I want  the  time  to  come  in  the  history  of 
our  convention,  when  I can  sen  the  battle- 
scarred  veterans  of  the  native*  Mississippi 
ministry  share  first  in  the  honors  which 
their  labors  have  made  possibly. 

I want  the  time  to  come  alsh,  when  in- 
stead of  giving  our  general  secretaries  n 
monopoly  on  the  time  of  the  convention, 
which  affords  them  right-of-way  t'o  the  ex- 
clusion  of  all  others,  I can  see*  and  hear 
my  own  home  brethren  discuss  the  ques- 
tions before  the  convention  in  the  light  of 
their  practical  application  to  Mississippi, 
and  hear  them  talk  about  our  mutual  la- 
bors, ami  plan  together  for  our  mutual  ad- 
vancement, then  rejoice  together  in  our 
mutual  hopes. 

State  Missions  ought  to  ha^e  at  least 
nne  whole  day  of  the  convention’s  time. 
Bro.  Rowe  never  made  a bettor  five  min- 
utes speech  in  his  life,  than  ho  did  at  the 
convention  in  Vicksburg  wheji  ho  said 
in  substance:  “At  the  bottom  of  all  onr 
denominational  success  is  State  Missions. 
It  is  behind  Foreign  Missions,  it  is  behind 
Home  Missions,  it  is  behind  the  College 
anl  Sunday  School  work.  State  Missions 
is  the  bottom  sill  of  our  entire  denomina- 
tional structure.” 

^ et  it  is  true,  as  far  as  my  ohesrvation 
goes,  that  our  State  Mission  work  has  never 
been  accorded  the  dignity  that  jjt  ought  to 
have  over  all  the  interests  before  the  con- 
vention. The  day’s  discussion  of  State 
Mission*  at  the  cumins'  convention  at  Ila- 
zlehurst  by  our  own  home  pastors,  would 
so  reveal  the  needs  and  opportunities  of 
Mississippi,  and  would  so  enhance  State 
loyalty  and  patriotism,  that  the  whole  State 
would  throb  from  one  end  to  ,-the  other, 
with  a new  hut  natural  enthusiasm,  and/ 
the  future  would  reveal  the  (wisdom  of 
putting  “first  things  first.” 

Mississippi  is  a great  and  resourceful 
State,  especially  is  this  true  from  a Bap- 
tist standpoint.  The  day  is  propitious  for 
possessing  our  own. 

Shall  we  not  redeem  the  day,  and  enter 
our  inheritance?

Sift  the  cream  of  tartar  into 
the  flour,  dissolve  the  soda  in  a 
‘caspoifiiful  of  boiling  water,  add- 
ing itft^  the  cake  before  adding 
the  whites  of  the  egg.  When  sour 
milk  is  i)sed  always  use  soda,  not
